There are fev.- conception* over 
which there has been wi much con¬ 
tention na over that of revolution. 
Thla can partially be ascribed to the 
fact il,At nothlt^R is so contrary to 
existing interests and prejudice as 
this concept, and partially lo ih* fact 
that few things are bo ambiguous. 

As ft rule, e^•enu ran not be so 
sharply defined as things. Especially 
is (his true of social events, which are 
extremely complicated, and. grow ever 
more complicated the further society 
advnnces—the more "rarlous the forms 
of co-operation of humanity lm-c«*me. 
Among Ihe most complicated of ‘.hose 
events Is the social revolut'on. which 
is a complete tr'insformation of the 
wonted forms of associated activity 
among men. 

It l3 no wonder that the word, 
which every one uses, but each one 
fn a dlffmenl sense, la sometimes used 
by the aume person^ at dlfler^nl times 
In very different senses. Borne under¬ 
stand by "revolution" barricades, 
ponfiftgratlons of raalles, gulilotlnea, 
September massacres and a combina¬ 
tion of all sons of hideous things. 
Others would seek to take all sting 
away from the word and use It in the 
sense of great but Imperceptible and 
peaceful transformations of society, 
like, for loHtance. those which- Cook 
place through tho dlacover>' pf Amer¬ 
ica or by th<' InvaolJoD of the steam 
engine. Bet ocn these two definition.^ 
there are me .y grades of maaning. 


ease it doea not signify either the 
transformation of the juridical and 
political superstructure of society, but 
only some particular form or particu¬ 
lar method of trinsformatlon. 

Ever}* Socialist strives for social 
revoiutlou In the wider sense, and yet 
iheff are BoclaMsta who disclaim rev- 
uiuUon and would attain social trans¬ 
formation only through reforni. They 
contrast social revolutlim with social 
rerorm. It is this contrast which w'o 
are dtarusalng today in cur ranks. I 
wish here to consider social revolution 
in the narrow serse of a particular 
method of social transformation.

Marx, in hU introduction to the 
"Critique of Political Economy,'** de¬ 
fines social revolutlnn as a,.more or 
less rapid transformation of* the foun¬ 
dations of the juridlcfl and political 
superstructure of society arising from 
a change in Its economic foundations. 
If we bold close to this defluUron we 
at once eliminate from the Idea of so¬ 
cial revototlon "changes In the eco¬ 
nomic toundatlona" as, for example, 
(hose which yroceeded from the steam 
engine or the discovery of America. 
These altemtloni are the causes of 
revolution, not the revolution Itself. 

But I do not wish to conflns myself 
too strictly to this definition m social, 
revolution. There Is a still narrower 
sense In which we can nse It. In this 


The ronlrost between reform and 
revolutUm doen not constat in the ap 
pflcatlon of force In one case and not 
In the other }:v<>r>’ juridical and pc- 
lltlcal mi*asur« la a force measure 
which is rarriol through by the force 
of the state.

For 19—nearl> 30—years the sea¬ 
men have been eeeking emancipation. 
They have been knocking patiently at 
the doors of congress for relief. The 
president of their union, Mr. Andrew 
Fureeeth. himself a sailor, has labored 
year after year with rare devotion and 
ability to gee relief for his oppressed 
fellow workers. Tamed down, year 
after year, by a congress that listened 
to the shipping lobby, he has never 
lost heart but patiently, persistonUy, 
faithfully he has worked for his causa. 
When, at last this law will hava 
passed, giving freedom and injustice 
to the seamen and a greater roetaure 
of safety to passengers and goode, it 
vTlII stand as a monument of Fure- 
ee^h's untiring labors of ttro-deoadee. 
But the law le not yet written into 
the statute books. The seamen have 
been turned away by congress. The 
fight le uoi yot ended.^ 

The bill which the seamen ask of 
congress Is no more than should be 
freely given In the name of justice and 
humanity. Here, briefiy. Is vhat It 
aims lo do; ’ ' 

First. To benefit tha traveling pub¬ 
lic. it will pron >te safety of life at 
sea. 

Second. To benefit the sailor. It 
win give him fre-sdom. an opportunity 
to secure justice, and greater safety of 
life. 

Third. To benefit the nation. It 
will tend to build up tfie American 
merchant murine and to bring into ax- 
Istence a greater tody of native Amer¬ 
ican seamen. 

It will promote safety of life at sea 
: and on the great lakes by providing 
that a percentagd of the deck crew- 
oD r.ll vasscie mum be able seamen of 
I three years' experience on deck—40 
per cent the first year, in -raaelng five 
I per cent each yeur until a maximum 
! of 65 per cent Is reached. It providea 
! that 7.6 pe> cent of the crew in each 
; department must be able to under¬ 
stand the orders of the officers: and 
that passenger vessels must carry a 
crew sufficient t(> man each lifeboat 
with two men with a rating of able 
seamen or higher. 

It will give freedom to the seamen 
by repealing the laws and treaties un¬ 
der which American seamen on Amer- 
oan ship# In portti In the foreign trade 
who quit ibeir jolMure now treated as 
runaway slavsa <^ptured. and forcecl 
to work against thelx will or sen- 
tencifd to a foreign jail as thpUfr;h they 
were criminals; and whereby foreign 
seamen In American porta are sub- 
jeetpd to tho same degrading treat¬ 
ment. 

It will promote the upbuilding of 
the American roc-rchaot marine far 
more than-any ship subsidy scheme 
ever can o rwlU. and that wl^out tax¬ 
ing the public. It wilt do this by rocog- 
nlting the right of all seamen In 
American ports to ownsrship In their 
own bodlsa. giving them ths right to 
quit their jobs when the veaeo) tuui ar¬ 
rived at a aafe hiirbor. The economic 
effect of this will be to equalise the 
cost of Operation as between Ajnerl- 
cen end foreign ships, in thet It will 
create a condition under which for¬ 
eign ships coming to Amerloan har¬ 
bors will have to come up to Ameri¬ 
can standard in order to keep tl sir

appeared tn the sky the rooeter uttered a 
warning dr;' to tbe hons and little ohioka 
while the maie bird stood ready to fight the 
enemy. J. D Haskell and Judge Eric Johnson 
of Nebraska, tell of wItoeaKng a fierce battle 
between a hawk and a mothsr-partrldge while 
out in th> country. It seems the partridge had 
four habiee out In the graM, looking for food, 
when a hawk appeared above them. When she 
dimovered her enemy she gave a loud whistle 
or shriek as s signal of danger. The little ones 
made a dash for tall gran, but too late. Tlie 
hawk swooped down and g)*abbed one of thu 
chicks and started to can*>' It away. Then fol¬ 
lowed a duel In midair. IB feet from the 
ground, which held the golfers spellbound. 
They could not, have Interfered at this stage of 
the battle had they poneeaed the opportunity, 
so fascinating was the strugglo betweeu, on the 
one Bide of the fearleasnese, despenaioo e.;id 
spunk inspired by tbe mothi r love of the par¬ 
tridge. and on the other aide the savagery of 
the hawk. 

Both the combatants tumbled to the sward, 
with the partridge on tup. clawing, peeking, 
rolling over ant^over. Feathers flew. Mr- Hawk 
was on his back, and the mother partridge 
kept shrieking and whistling to her children to 
take to the tall grose. The hawk had so much 
to attend to in defending itself from the at¬ 
tacks of th«- partridge that It waa obliged In 
the Lgriy rounds of the combat to drop the 
chick. 

After a desperate battle on the ground, last¬ 
ing several minutes, the paitrldge left the at¬ 
tack and fluttered in the direction of her 
brood, while the hawk doggw' ^ made a dive 
to capture another of her yo*. ' Mr. Haskell 
and Judge Johnsoa, wielding their drl/ers, 
then made for the freebooter of the air, and 
drove him ofT. While they were aolng this the 
partridge and three of her chicks made ihelr 
escape, leavir g behind the one that had been 
dropped from tbe hawk's talons. It had sus¬ 
tained a broken wing. The golfers placed the 
wounded chick In the tall grass near by. where 
the hawk could not find it. It was still there 
when they went back In the evening to investi¬ 
gate, hut It was gone in the morning. 

Why Infinite wisdom created the hawk with 
a natural appetite for birds and put the weak 
at the mercy of the airong In the insect, the 
fowl and the animal realms, giving to one the 
natural desire to eat the other, is a problem 
hard to. explain In a small $psce in our Young 
Folka DepartmenL 

This preying of the strong upon the weak is 
cabled "the survival of the iltteat." Slave own¬ 
ers and cnilltary tyrants and capitalistic mo- 
nopoUstr justify their opprssolon of the work¬ 
ing people by quotloK toll liw of nature pre- 
rsiUng iraon^ beasts.

• whloh they consider unjust, and apart 
from the fact that a very large num¬ 
ber of the workmen cannot make 
themselves understood by^l^elr supe¬ 
rior i.dicers or by many of their fel¬ 
low workmen, they are almost entirely 
without any organisation.” 

The report says that in 1901, 67 per 
cent of the employee in the Iron and 
I Bteel trade industry were foreign-bom, 
V HS against 85 per cent In |900. there 
I being 86.409 native born and 49.880 
m foreign bom.
